FBI FILES OPENED 
TO ENEMY AGENTS 
The Supreme Court's recent major­ 
ity ruling that the Government must 
make secret Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation files available to defendants in 
criminal cases will be taken advantage 
of by lawless elements and enemy ag­ 
ents. 
Some indication of how this ruling 
may work occurred only 24 hours after 
the decision. A Federal Judge in Wash­ 
ington ordered the Government to pro­ 
duce FBI notes on Teamster Boss James 
Hoffa's alleged attempt to bribe Senate 
Committee aide John C. Chesty in con­ 
nection with a racketeering investiga­ 
tion. 
Congressional leaders on both sides 
of the aisles have been quick to recog­ 
nize what Senator Karl E. Mundt de­ 
scribed as a "several at tack to law en­ 
forcement." Legislation has been intro­ 
duced which will nullify the action and 
the law should be enacted as quickly 
as possible. 
In his dissenting opinion Justice 
Clark said that the decision opened FBI 
files "to the criminal and thus offered 
him a Roman holiday for rummaging 
through confidential information as 
.'well as vital national secrets. It opens 
•up a veritable "Pandora's Box of trou­ 
bles," Justice Clark stated, 
t FBI Director Hoover has always In- 
’jigtcd that his agency's files be kept 
Inviolate, and especially those known 
as "law files." Before a Senate Foreign 


Olivar B. Jaynes 
Relations Sub-Committee in 1930 Di­ 
rector Hoover said: 
"FBI reports set forth all details se­ 
cured from a witness. If those details 
are disclosed, they could become sub­ 
ject to misinterpretation, they could be 
quoted out of context, or they could be 
used 
to thwart truth-distort half 
truths and misrepresent facts. 
"The raw material," continues Hoov­ 
er, “the allegations, the details of as­ 
sociations and compilation of informa­ 
tion in FBI files must be considered as 
a whole. They are of value to an inves­ 
tigator in the discharge of his duty. 
"These files were never intended to 
be used In any other manner," Hoover 
continued "and the public interest 
would not be served by the disclosure 
of these contents ..." 
Clark Knows Better 
Mr. Justice Clark has first hand ' 
knowledge of what could result from , 
such disclosures. It was he, as Attorney 
Gendhal, who committed Government 
attorneys to place In evidence in the 
Judith Coplon espionage case docu­ 
ments from the FBI's law files in order 
that there could be compliance with a ' 
bench order b y Federal Judge Reedes. 
These reports were produced over Mr. 
Hoover’s vigorous protest. 
Many people will Join with Justice 
Clark and Director Hoover In their hope 
that C o n g r e s s will not delay in (n u lli­ 


f y i n g this decision by appropriate legis­ 
lation.

er. we can learn all we need lo 
know about Russian military 
movements and capability. It la 
imperative lhal we gain permis­ 
sion lo fly st nighl. Olhcivv.se 
the Russians could get away 
with many deeds in darkness. 
PHOTOGRAPHY in fair weath­ 
er is several times more effi­ 
cient than radar, which is a had- 
weather device. But when used 
logeiher, photography and radar 
In planes of the Slralegic Air 
Command and Tactical Air Com­ 
mand would insure lhal Russia 
could not make a hostile move 
without our knowledge. In fact, 
the advantage of an Open Sky 
policy would be so much on our 
tide that the Russians seem un­ 
likely to accept it.

Before its critics march on Ihe 
Supreme Court, fire its marble 
halls and lynch its personnel, let 
us look at the record of American 
history. 
In ita great and historic deci­ 
sions in recent weeks. Ihe court 
has done nothing more or less 
than reaffirm the Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights as the supreme 
law of the land 
Why these decisions should in­ 
duce hysteria in even a egment 
of the population beats me. 
Why are Americans, who now 
eonstitule ihe most powerful na­ 
tion in the world afraid of the 
magnificent, fundamental liber­ 
ties nailed down for us in (he last 
years of the 18th Century by a 
'new nation, small, weak, poor and 
exhausted by a victorious war 
againt a great power? 
Why should Americans. 170,000,­ 
000 s'rong and arm td with hydro­ 
gen bombs, be alarmed by the 
rights lo free speech, press and 


any unpopular Idea, even fluori­ 
dation of water, has been equaled 
with subversion and pronounced 
communistic. The Founding Fa­ 
thers. who had had considerable 
experience with unpopular ideas, 
were not afraid of them when 
they wrote the Con dilution and. 
two years later, framed the Bill 
of Rights. 
Let us look at the record of ear­ 
ly Vneriean history. North Caro­ 
lina refused lo ratify the new Con­ 
stitution hammered out in Philadcl 
phia in Ihe long, hot summer of 
17*7 until a Bill of Rights was 
added. Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire ratified it but made 
urgent recommendations lhat civ il 
rights be spelled out. New York 
first ratified il subject to the right 
lo secede if certain civil liber­ 
ties were not guaranteed. 
Both Virginia and New York 
came to the first session of Con­ 
gress with separate and long bills 
of rights. In the first Congress of
